a. The material will be used mainly in connection with preparation 
of operations problems, but may in certain cases be used as a 
background for staff studies. The operations problems are con- 
tinually revised in accordance with the latest intelligence, and 
thus intelligence as recent as practicable is desired. Ordinarily, 
evaluations are made of situations that could occur or weapons that 
could be available a year or more in the future, and statements of 
problems are made forward-poking accordingly* 

b. In general, exact dimensions are not mandatory, but details on the 
whole are found to be useful. Details not required by Strategy and 
Tactics students frequently are desired by amphibious problem sol- 
vers or by the Logistios Class. In the case of an airfield, knowl- 
edge that one of a certain olass exists ordinarily suffices* 
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o. As a rule, bibliographies or refmences to publications not held 
or readily obtainable by us are of slight value*
